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FATE OF THE AURORA. 


Famous Antarstic Ship Lost. 


There is too much reason to fear 
that the Aurora, the relief vessel by 
which the- members of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton’s South Polar expedition 
why» were marooned for nearly two 
years at the Ross Sea base were 
rescued, has been lost. After being 
overhauled at Wellington, New Zea- 
land, the vessel left there for Eng- 
land last Juno, in charge of Capt. 
R. J. Reeves, and with a crew of 22. 
Sinco then nothing has been heard of 
her, save the finding of a floating 
lifebuoy and wreckage, bearing the 
name Aurora, in the South Pacific, by 
a search party sent out after the 
vessel became overdue. In these cir- 
cumstances it is presumed that the 
ship has been lost. + 

U-Boat’a Victim? 

“Tf the Aurora “has been lost, it 
must be due to some foal pier. or sub- 
marine attack,” said Sir Douglas 
Mawson. “Our experience with the 
Aurora proved her seaworthiness in 
the heaviest gales. «We could not sink 
her; and after the splendid histor 
she has had, it is very sad fo thin 
that she nas been dost, The Aurora 
mae her first Polar expedition in 
1882, when she went to the relief of 
the Greeley Arctic Expedition. For 
some years then she was used as an 
Arctic whaler and sealer, until I pur- 
chased her in 1911, and fitted her out 
for the Australasian Antarctic Expe- 
dition, Undior the command of Capt. 
. K. Davis, the Aurora sutcenstutly 
navigated a total distance of 80,000 
miles in high Southern latitudes in 
the most. foul weather possible, In 
1914 I transferred her to Sir Ernest 
Shackleton for his expedition, and 
she sailed. between New Zoaland and 
the Ross Sea, Eventually, early last 
year, she returned to New Zealand 
with the survivors of the party. Sir 
Ernest Shackletons I believe, sold her 
to a commercial trading firm. If it 
had not been for the war,” added Sir 
Douglas, “I would never have sold 
her to anyone. She was the finest 
boat on the seas.for Polar explora- 
tion work.”

After upwards of three years’ war 
in the air it might not be out of place 
to consider what has been done and 
what can still be done by properly 
directed effort Fer the past, we may 
sum up everything in one sentence—

.P. It was this heroism and 
ma. vellous courage, coupled with the 
supreme fighting instinet of our 
youthful “air spertsmen,” that led 
our generals (often, I fear, not quite 
accurately) to claim for us supremacy 
in the air. This was true so far as 
the actual individual contests went, 
but, alas! no real effort was made at 
home to attain such a command of 
the air as would paralyse the activi- 
ties of the German army on the West- 
ern front. It is clear that in 1917 
thero has been to & at extent 
equality of material in the air forces 
at the Ev The very mobility of air 
power involves temporary supremacy 
at a given spot at a given time for 
whichever Power chooses to concen- 
trate. or example, when we were 
the attacking force, as at ae Ridge, 
Messines, and Cambrai, we had t 
mastery of the air by reason of the 
invisible coacentration which we had 
prepared; on the other hand,'in the 
case of the German attacks at Lom-

WEEK'S WORK IN BRIEF.) 


Sprout now as early as possible early 
potatoes for growing in the frame or 
greenhouse. Place them in shallow boxes, 
eyes uppermost, and sprinkle with fine 
light soil; keep them in‘a light- position 
in the gresniiouse. Sprinkle occasionally 
with tepid water Limit the tubers to 
two sprouts only. s i 

By the way, if early seed potatoes are 
required they should be ordered as soon 
ag possibie. There is always a shortage 
of he best dearly kinds, and those who 
irst come for them are best served. 

Garden work for some time.now will be 
controlled by climatic conditions, in com 
bination with soll texture; that is to say, 
where one secs advised an early sowing of 
this or that tt will be folly to carey thls 
out unless the conditions are sufficiently 
favourable to warrant a fair return for the 
outlay, and only on light warm soils is 
very early cropping possible. 

We notice from wholésale catalogues re- 
ceived from the large seed houses that 
many sorts of vegetable seeds are much 


g 2dvanced in price, and may 


ceived,” many crops being still, not to 
hand from the growers. 

All gardeners will be well advised to 
curtall the seed order as much as possible 
this year, and order only the exact 
amounts required -Hitherto many ama- 
teurs have sown barely half of the seeds 
bought and the rest has been oftenwasted. 
This year get just the amount required; 
sow thinly, and so make the most of the 
seed obtained. 

Kesp the celery trench and other crops, 
such as parsnips, artighokes, etc., well 
covered with any litter available during 
hard, frosty weather, otherwise. it will be 
next to impossible to get supplies of them 
as reyuired from the frozen ground. 

It will be a good plan to look over the 
stock of plant pots about, These have a 
habit of getting very dirty and broken, 
and were perhaps not so much worth look- 
ing afta when a few shillings would pay 
for'a goodly quantity of fresh new clean 
ones. Se, a ate very different now, 
however, and new pots are scarce and 
dear, So take care of the old ones; gort 
them up together, clean by scrubbing the: 
best of them, and pack them out of ths 
way where clumsy feet cannot smash 
them. Those already broken can be 
packed jn a box for use as drainage when 
required. 7 

Continue to throw ground up roughly. 
fhe rougher the bettér, and s0 expose a 
greater surface to the action of the 
weather than would be possible by turn- 
ing the soil over and leaving a fine level 
surface, which is all very well for well- 
cultivated soils, but not correct treat- 
ment for land that has been freshly 
broken up during the last year or so. 

Onions in storé should be looked over 
fairly frequently to test their soundness. 
Select those which appear to be keeping 
badly and use them at the first oppor- 
tunity. Sound bulbs should be kept so by 
placing them so that an air space sur- 
rounds them; if they can be suspended in 
string bags, or by other means, so much 
the petter. Frost, of course, must be kept 
from them. 


Current Hints. 

The enthusiastic gardenér will do well 
to bear the following points in mind dur- 
ing the next few weeks of winter weather 
After heavy rains keep off the ground un 
til it is in a workable condition, then 
slip into the work for all you are worth. 
Seod sowing must be done with cau- 
tion, but if the advantage of a well-pre- 
pared warm south border is available 
then extra early crops are feasible, espo- 
cially with the aid of suitable screens or 
covering from.severe weather. Protection 
from cold winds is Serunai important. 
All prudent gardeners will be prepared 
with some form of protective material -to 
resist the ravages of frost and keep the 
crops that need it safe from harm.

Pruning Appie Trees. 

“ Pruitarian ” asks for a little elemen- 
tary information on the pruning of apple 
tres, More applicable to those that have 
been somewhat neglected. This neglect 
is too often noticeable, and trees become 
nothing but a thicket of branches, -Then, 
when fruit {s conspicuous by its absence; 
at length pruning is thought about. In a 
nutshell, pruning is necessary to keep the 
heads of trees open and healthy, to curtail 
size, and te encourage the formation of 
more perfect fruits. In old trees one need 
do little bat thin out. annually the weak 
spray wood and prevent branches from 
intercrossing by removing one or other of 
those that have this tendency. Where 
trees are very much crowded, a drastic 
thinning of t branches may be neces- 
sary; such treatment ensuring more 
vigorous growth to the remainder by tea- 
son of the greater share of nutriment 
available for them; but after such heavy 
Erer tho trees may be several years 

efore assuming a good bearing condition 
again, Then the removal of weakly and 
superfluous portions only will be neces- 
sary, unless it ts desired to restrict the 
natural size-of the tree, when pruning

INELIGIBLE, 
THE UNWANTED DOG. 

The Secretary of the National Canine 
Defeuce League, 27, Regent-st., §.W.1, 
writes:—Now that the time of renewin 
dog-licenses has come-many people will 
wish to dispose of their dogs, and we ap- 
peal to them to ensure that their pets are 
put to sleep painlessly. We ask that dogs 
shall not be turned adrift to wander, for 
days, weeks or months; it is a practice 


[that brings much suffering to the dogs 


expense to the authorities, The 
kindly persons, who in former years, took 
pity on stray dogs are now forbidden to 
do so, under D.O.R.A.—penalty £100 ov six, 
months’ imprisonment—so that owners ofi 
unwanted dogs must no longer — any- 
one to give thelr dogs shelter. The,com- 
mon practice of giving a boy a few pence 
to take the dog away often fends to great 
cruelty. Destroying dogs is not work for 
amateurs, but needs special training. To 
save a shilling or so pees will condemn 
a dog to long agony, instead of taking the 
animal to a dog's home, a veterinary sur- 
geon, or a chemist.: If a dog cannot have 
a happy life, let him have a merciful 
death.

DIRECTIONS HOW-TO MAKE IT.

rops add 20z. of powdered salt, prê- 

ously dissolved, and a further 53lb, of 
our, and mix the whole into a dough 
Set it to rise again for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour, und then cut and weigh 
it up into the desired sizes. Mould on 
a board, and leave the loaves there for 
about half an hour to rise, Thensputi 
them into the shapes or-tins, and in 
about a quarter of an hour all can be put 
into the oven. t 
The bread takes about 30 to 35 minutes to 
bake in 11b. loaves or about 60 minutes in 
21b. loaves, and the oven should be @ 
quick one.

THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


Ragout of Mutton (approved by 
the Food Controller). 

About 2lb. mutton, neck or shoulder, 
loz. fat, dripping, lard, or margarine, 12 
small button onions, 2 small carrots, 1 
bay leaf, Zoz. flour, 14 pints stock or 
water. Salt and pepper to taste. Cut 
the meat into neat pieces, trimming off 
some of the superfluous fat. Melt the 
fat in a stewpan, and when hot put in 
the meat and fry it to a light brown 
colour on both sides. Take out the pleces 
of meat and put them on a dish or plate, 
Wash and prepare the carrots, and cut 
them into neat shapes. Peel the onions 
aud fry them to a golden-brown in the 
fat in which the meat was fried, then 
put in the carrots and fry a little longer. 
Next sprinkle over the flour and stir over 
the fire until it acquires a brown colour, 
Mojisten with the stock, stir until it 
boils, then skim, put in the, par-fried 
meat. Season to taste with pepper, salt 
and bayleaf, and simmer gently for about 
40 minutes; skim off the fat. Arrange 
the meat in the centre of a hot dish, sur- 
round with vegetables, pour over the 
sauce (strained) and serve hot. 


Tomato Sandwiches, 

Mince up a little cold beef or mutton 
tomato 
saure madé in the following way :—Cook 
4 tomatoes in about 1 tablespoonful of 
water, and their own liquor, When they 
arð quite soft rub them through a sieve. 
Add loz. of butter or margarine, peppor 
Then the meat 
should be stirred in and the mixture 
spread on slices of bread-and-butter. You 
can uso tomato ketchup instead, if you 
do not want the trouble of preparing the 
sauce; but the home-made sauce will 
give a better flavour. 

Rice Snowballs. 

To make this delicious sweet, put 41D. 
of rica into a stewpan, with 14 pint of 
new milk, 20z. of pounded sugar, and 2oz. 
of swect almonds (blanched and minced 
fine), and boil it until the rice is tender. 
Dip some small cups into cold water, fill 
them with the rice, and set them to be- 
come cold. Turn them ont on a dish, 
arrange a border of preserve or marma- 
lade all round them, 


Scotch Oat Cakes. 

Ingredients: 4 pint fine oatmeal, 4 pint 
boiling water, a level teaspoonful of salt, 
207. butter. Method: See that the meal 
ls frea from lumps, and mix with it tho 
salt. Melt the butter, add to it the boil- 
ing water and mix it with the oatmeal. 
When the ingredients. are thoroughly 
blended, but still hot, knead the mix- 
ture tor 10 minutes just as you would 
dough. Then form Into very thin cakes 
and bake on a girdle, cooking them 
slowly for 30 to 40 minutes,

NOVEL SCHEME TO ENDO 
MATERNITY CENTRES. 


Ladies are being asked to contribute 
a piece of jewellery—from a row 
pearls to a plain gold ring—to help 
establish child welfare and maternity 
centres, of which 5,000 more _ are 
needed in the United Kingdom. The 
promoters include many well-known 
society women, while Mrs. Lloyd 
George is actively interesting herself 
in the scheme.

A fund in aid of chia welfare is being 
organised on new lines with a view to 
starting welfare centres for ante-natal and 

ost-natal care, as well as day nurseries 
or the children whose mothers are com- 
pelled to earn their living, in the many 
districts where such institutions are 
needed. The fund will be admin!stered 
by a small committee of experts. This 
committee will be a sub-committee of the 
National Baby Week Council, on which 90 
societies and 600 local committees are re- 
presented, all of whose interests are 
closely allied to the cause. In the poorést 
districts where maternity and infant wel- 
fare centrés are most needed there ts the 
least opportunity of collecting the funds 
necessary for their inception, and it is 
hoped to raise a large sum of money im- 
mediately to provide grants to aésist the 
initial expenditure of societies or ipdi- 
viduals engaged in this work. Once the 
centres are establshed, the running ex- 
penses can usually be met by private sub- 
scriptions, supplemented by Government 
and municipal grants.
